or maybe justa little saloon ina rural town 
that has a bunch of old Marty Robbins 
cowboy songs on the jukebox.

Big Apple fun Las Vegas-style at the New York, New York amuse- 
ment center. 


Fabulous Las Vegas continues its headline-grabbing expansion 
to the delight and fascination of visitors from around the globe. 
The Rio Hotel & Casino, the country’s only all-suite hotel-casino, 
is currently adding 144 new suites and has announced plans to add 
another 1,015 suites to be completed by Spring of 1997. 
Construction is under way at the Stratosphere Resort, America’s 
tallest free-standing observation tower, featuring breathtaking views 
135 stories above the valley floor, exciting rides, a revolving restau- 
rant, four wedding chapels, 1,500 rooms, and a 97,000-square-foot 
casino. The grand opening is slated for spring of 1996. Scheduled 
to open in the fall of 1996, Circus Circus Enterprises and Mirage 
Resorts have joined together in a fifty-fifty partnership to create 
Monte Carlo, which will feature turn-of-the-century decor, 3,039 
rooms, and an 85,000-square-foot casino. 

MGM Grand and Primadonna Resorts are jointly developing 
New York, New York, incorporating replicas of the Empire State 
Building, Statue of Liberty, Central Park, and Coney Island. When 
complete, this mini-Big Apple will boast 2,119 rooms, a theater, 
restaurants, and thrilling amusement rides. A white sandy beach, 
50-acre lake, and cascading water falls mark the Bellagio, a signa- 
ture resort by the Mirage Corporation scheduled to open in late 
1997. This lavish island-themed resort will feature world-class 
water skiing performances with special effects, restaurants, bou- 
tiques, and a guest tower with dramatic views of the lake. 

Harrah’s Las Vegas is expanding with a 1,000-room hotel 
tower. Holiday Inn Casino Boardwalk has a 472-room expansion 
in the works, making it the second-largest Holiday Inn in the 
world. It is scheduled to open in March of 1996. The pyramid of 
Las Vegas, the Luxor plans to add 2,000 guest rooms to its land- 
mark hotel-casino. A redesign of the interior and special attrac- 
tions will be completed by late next year. 

At the corner of Tropicana and Arville, the Orleans Hotel- 
Casino & Bowling Center has plans for 900 rooms. On Sahara 
Avenue, Palace Station is moving forward on their 1,200-room 
expansion. On Las Vegas Boulevard South, it’s “Vive La France!” as 


Paris Hotel & Casino, a Bally’s property, prepares fora new 2,500- 
room hotel. Radisson International Hotel plans 3,000 guest rooms. 
The Showboat is making waves with 500 new rooms. In North Las 
Vegas, the Texas Gambling Hall & Casino is open, offering a 
Lone Star State twist to Nevada-famous fun. 

The Fremont Street Experience, a $63-million project that 
covers the street with a 1,500-foot-long Celestial Vault, is sched- 
uled to open in December 1995. Las Vegas Motor Speedway is 
scheduled to open in the spring of 1996. This 1,100-acre, ultra- 
modern motor sports facility will house 20 tracks encompassing 
all forms of motorsport, from go-karts to a Formula | circuit. 

Food and drink lovers will find a delightful choice of exciting 
new venues, too. Country Star restaurant, backed by Vince Gill, 
Reba McIntire, and Wynonna, offers high-quality American cuisine 
at moderate prices and features country music memorabilia, a huge 
video wall, and CD “listening posts” where guests can check out the 
latest country hits. In mid-1996, the Coca Cola Company will open 
its high-concept Coca Cola Oasis, featuring a 100-foot high Coke 
bottle, themed restaurants, entertainment, attractions, memorabilia 
displays, and merchandise. 

Steven Spielberg, Jeffrey Katzenberg, and Steve Wynn head up 
the team that has created Dive!, a restaurant/entertainment concept 
that blends the aromas and tastes of gourmet submarine sandwiches 
with the incredible sights and sounds of an authentic submarine 
environment. Dive! opened its hatches in June of 1995 at the

to Las Vegas. 


Fashion Show Mall. Also opening in the Fashion Show Mall is 
Sfuzzi, an Italian Bistro featuring pastas and pizza. The uniquely 
named Drink restaurant offers guests six exciting environments to 
enjoy lively libations served in everything from mason jars to baby 
bottles and buckets. An unusual dining experience, Caesars Magical 
Empire opens in late 1995 with ten 24-person “dining chambers,” a 
75-seat theater for close-up magic, and a 150-seat theater for full- 
scale illusions. For “trekkies,” the Las Vegas Hilton and Paramount 
Parks have unveiled plans to develop a themed attraction called 
Star Trek: The Experience. This futuristic interactive environment 
will occupy 40,000-square-foot and includes a simulated ride using 
special viewer perspective image projections, virtual reality, and Star 
Trek-themed restaurants, lounges, and shops.

Just up the road in Boulder City, the new Hoover Dam Visitor 
Center is open to better serve the many visitors to this “eighth 
wonder of the world.” 

In Laughlin, the Riverside Casino has added 792 new 
rooms, a classic car display and a Western dance hall. Nearby, 
the Ramada Inn has announced a hotel tower expansion of 
1,100 new rooms. For shoppers, Laughlin is now the proud home 
of Horizon, a new factory outlet mall featuring famous makers in 
apparel, housewares, and more. 

In Mesquite, Players Island Resort Casino Spa opened in 
July 1995 as a major tropical island-themed destination resort. 
The resort features 500 guest rooms, 18 suites, four bungalows, 
waterfalls, and 1,000 palm trees on a scenic 42-acre site only 30 
minutes from St. George, Utah, and one hour from Las Vegas. 
Across the street, Si Redd’s Oasis Casino has added 12,000- 
square-foot of space, a food court, and an 18-hole Arnold 
Palmer-designed golf course. 

In Stateline, Buffalo Bill’s Resort & Casino will add a 629- 


room tower.

The newest megaresort in northern Nevada is the Silver 
Legacy, which opened in late July 1995. Legend has it that old 
Sam Fairchild, the richest Silver Baron of them all, struck a huge 
silver vein in the heart of Reno. His legacy to the world is this 
magnificent resort casino done in turn-of-the-century Victorian 
opulence with 1,720 guest rooms, 85,000-square-feet of casino 
space, and a “working” silver mining rig encased in a spectacular 
180-foot domed atrium. 


Reno offers gamblers Victorian elegance at the Silver Legacy resort 
casino, Reno. 

Reno's Peppermill Hotel Casino broke ground in May for a 
major expansion, which includes twin towers with 465 rooms, a 
fine dining restaurant, a health club, and a resort-quality swimming 
pool. The $70-million project will be completed in March 1996. 

Not to be outdone, the Eldorado Hotel/Casino has just 
completed a $55-million, 200,000-square-foot expansion. A 12- 
story hotel tower with 34 luxury suites now connects to the 
existing 25-story tower. Other additions include 10,000 square

feet of casino space, a new 12,400-square-foot Convention 
Center, and a ballroom. 

The Eldorado also has added the first Reno hotel-casino 
microbrewery, the Brew Brothers, and an international buffet 
opened in August of 1995. 

Across the street, Harold’s Club Down Under is undergoing 
a massive renovation with an Australian accent. The property 
will reopen in 1996 with a brand new look and a dazzling new 
hotel tower. 

The framework is up for the new construction of the Hampton 
Inn at Harrah’s Reno, a premier, national hotel. The “topping 
out” celebration held in June included 408 balloons to represent 
each room of the new hotel. 

In the historical railroad city of Sparks, tourists can expect 
bigger and better attractions, too. This fall, a groundbreaking is 
planned at John Ascuaga’s Nugget for an extensive expansion, 
including: a 28-story hotel tower with 802 rooms, a 350-seat 
restaurant, and 24,000 square feet of convention space. The $72- 
million project will be completed in March 1997. 

For a unique overnight stay in America’s liveliest ghost town, 
Virginia City, tourists can visit The Crooked House bed and 
breakfast inn. Built in 1870, the home was originally constructed 
for Henry M. Yerington, the first superintendent of the Virginia 
and Truckee Railroad. It is nestled in the city’s National Historic 
District at the base of Mount Davidson. 

At the state capital, Carson City, a taste of the Southwest is 
catching on. The Pifion Plaza, a Southwest-style casino and bowl- 
ing center, opened in July. Gaming enthusiasts will have 300 slot 
machines to choose from in the 30,000-square-foot casino with a 
Mongolian-style buffet/restaurant, a 32-lane bowling center, and a 
large sports betting area. 

Located downtown, the historic Ormsby House Hotel has 
been renovated and reopened with 170 spacious hotel rooms. 

An exquisite Victorian-style bed and breakfast inn, Bliss 
Mansion Bed & Breakfast, is operating in a quaint home built 
in 1879 near the historical district. The 116-year-old home just 
completed a $700,000 renovation, and the new parlor, tea room, 
dining room, media room, and four elegant suites are now deco- 
rated with luxurious furnishings to provide “Victorian splendor 
and modern comforts.” 

After visiting Carson City, tourists can cool down at Lake 
Tahoe, where Harrah’s has built a new wedding chapel on the 
16th floor with a breathtaking view of Lake Tahoe. 


Fine lakefront dining is again available at the Hyatt 
Regency Lake Tahoe Resort and Casino after completion of 
the new Lakeside Lodge and Lone Eagle Grille. The only hotel- 
casino with on-the-lake dining, the Hyatt spent $5 million 
rebuilding the old-Tahoe-style lodge with its large wooden 
beams, a 20-foot fireplace of native rock, 60,000 square feet of 
meeting space, a 5,800-square-foot ballroom and the 150-seat 
Lone Eagle Grille. 

For skiers, Diamond Peak Ski Resort has installed the nation’s 
first two Dopplemayer “Launch Pad” lift-loading conveyor systems 
that reduce lift lines and make it easier for skiers to get on high- 
speed quad chairlifts.

Travelers through Beatty and Rhyolite will find impressive 
changes at Death Valley National Park. The park service has 
acquired new land, thereby earning the designation of national 
park, and built new sites for visitors. The park now encompasses 
3.2 million acres of the toughest country in America. 

Just south of Yerington lies Hunewill’s Mason Valley Country 
Club, recently expanded to 18 holes plus a driving range and fea- 
turing 16 acres of water hazards. 

The Nevada Division of State Parks’ Regional Visitor 
Center is currently under construction at Panaca. It is located at 
the entrance to Cathedral Gorge State Park and will provide visi- 
tors with interpretative trail displays, boards representing each 
state park in the area, an audiovisual room, an interpretive center 
for visitor information or displays, and restroom facilities. 

Saddle West Casino has added 8,000 square feet of casino 
space to its property, as well as a new sports bar and a gourmet 
restaurant. The new facilities, including a hotel pool and a full-ser- 
vice, 60-space RV park, will open this winter. 


roma EXPRESS 
TERRITORY 


On the eastern edge of Nevada along U.S. Highway 50, Great 
Basin National Park has added new exhibits which direct visitors 
to the ancient Bristlecone Pine Grove, the Great Basin region’s 
only glacier and a 3-mile Alpine Lakes Loop Trail. It is adjacent to 
a new 50-seat amphitheater. 

New in Ely is Holiday Inn Prospector Casino, located on 5 
acres fronting U.S. 93 near the Ely Yelland Field Airport. The 61- 
room hotel-casino has a wide range of amenities, including an 
indoor swimming pool, Jacuzzi, exercise room, video arcade, and 
guest laundry. The hotel-casino’s 23-space Prospector RV Park has 
full hook-ups, Clementine’s offers fine dining, and the Ghost Train 
Convention Room seats up to 210 guests. 

Fallon, welcomes a new Best Western Inn, scheduled for 
opening in October of 1995. The town also is proud of its new 
Super 8 Motel which opened in early 1995. 


Fernley’s growth includes the construction of the Best Western 
Fernley Inn & Fernley RV Park on Newlands Drive. Scheduled 
to open in September 1995, the property will have 42 guest rooms, 
37 RV spaces, an outdoor pool and spa, laundry facilities, a recre- 
ation room, and cable television service. 

Also new to the area is Desert Lakes Golf Course, a high 
desert 9-hole golf course which will expand to 18 holes when com- 
pleted. Located just 30 minutes from Reno/Sparks, it offers a relax- 
ing getaway and sweeping vistas for visitors. 

Along U.S. Highway 50 in Dayton, a new 24-hour casino and 
cafe called the Dayton Depot recalls the Comstock days when 
Dayton served as an important shipping point for silver. 

In Austin, Kingston Creek Lodge opened recently with a 
restaurant and bar. Located 2.5 miles from Graves Lake and 
excellent trout fishing, the lodge has three rooms with views of 
the creek behind the property. Construction of a new RV park is 
in the planning process. 


COWBOY 
COUNTRY 


Situated right on the border of Utah and Nevada, Wendover’s 
Stateline Casino is expanding to offer even more to our intrastate visi- 
tors, and the Peppermill’s Rainbow Casino also is adding on in 1995. 

America’s No.1 small town, Elko has plans to develop Interstate 
80 Megaplex, a roller skating rink, 18-hole miniature golf course, 
six birthday rooms, a snack bar, arcade, skating pro shop, and a con- 
cert stage. Also planned is Adventureworks, a 40-foot high indoor 
tock climbing wall, along with a 24- to 32-lane bowling alley, 
waterslide, computerized golf and archery ranges, and a shopping 
center. The proposed projects could be completed as early as 1997. 

Crickette’s Bar & Grill has opened under new management 
at the Double Dice R.V. Park and provides slot machines, pool 
tables, and foosball machines to customers. The bar and grill is 
open from 11 a.m. to 4 a.m. 

Battle Mountain, where the main industries are mining and 
cattle ranching, has expanded its Civic Center with a larger 
meeting area and a new library. The town also welcomes 
Northside Trailer Park, located three blocks from the Owl 
Club and Nevada Club Casino, featuring 15 spaces, a bar, 
laundry facilities, and utility services. 

In Lovelock, The Marzen House Museum, Highway 40 East, 
was originally the home of Col. Joseph Marzen. It has been 
restored for use as the Pershing County Museum, where the new 
displays include Indian relics, Rochester District Mining antiques, 
and historical pieces regarding the area’s agricultural growth and 
the founding of Pershing County. The chamber of commerce also 
has an office in the building. 

The Lazy K Campground, an RV park located in northeast 
Lovelock, has reopened after a two-year renovation. Thirty full- 
service sites, are available and offer campers cable television ser- 
vice. The campground also opened a convenience store with 
propane service, RV parts, a laundry, a gameroom, a playground, 
and horseshoe pits.

Enough for today. 
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It was gold and silver that attracted Nevada’s first citizens. 
And it was the lack of those precious metals that prompted them 
to abandon the towns and cities they built. Some survived the 
boom-bust cycles. Most did not. Today, however, mining remains 
an important part of the state economy. Nevada currently pro- 
duces 60 percent of the gold mined in America and 10 percent 
of the world’s supply. But historically, there were two major 
boom periods in the Nevada mining industry. 

The first began just prior to 1860 and was in full swing by the 
start of the Civil War. (That conflict was financed in large part by 
Nevada gold and silver.) Established during this period were 
Austin, Eureka, Pioche, and that grand dame of Western mining 
towns-the epicenter of the Comstock Lode—Virginia City. There 
was enough money to pay for the construction of two great cities, 
Virginia City on the side of a windy Nevada mountain and San 
Francisco on a breezy peninsula near the Pacific. This first boom 
period lasted until the mid-1880s, a bit longer in some areas. 

Despite fires and some hard times, a good piece of old 
Virginia City still stands, revered and protected by those who 
live there. The same is true of Austin, Pioche, and Eureka, 
where the old 1880 Eureka Opera House was recently renovated 
and won the National Trust for Historic : 
Preservation’s coveted National Preservation 
Honor Award in 1994. 

The second great mining boom came at 
the turn of the century with the founding of 
Tonopah and Goldfield. The latter was 
Nevada’s largest city in 1907 and is even 
today more of a ghost city than a ghost town. 
Tonopah, founded in 1900, survived its bust 
period quite well and celebrates its glory days 
each May during Jim Butler Days, a founder’s 
day party featuring mining sports such as a 
drilling contest to see who can be the first to 
pound a hand chisel through several inches 
of solid rock. The Central Nevada Museum 
has indoor and outdoor displays of artifacts 
from the region’s glory days. 

Small towns like Belmont, Berlin, 
Rhyolite, and Tuscarora followed as mining 
fever spread across the Silver State. The 
fever soon broke, however, and now spirits 
past and a few residents present tell the

towns’ tales. 

Founded in 1865, Belmont remains as 
the Silver State’s oldest and largest living 
ghost town. It is dotted by the remains of its 
landmarks, including a shaded cemetery with 
hand-carved markers, a row of storefronts, 
and the Belmont Courthouse, which is made 
from brick manufactured in Belmont’s own 
kilns. The sole operating business today is 
the Belmont Saloon, where a historic back- 
bar and other artifacts are located.

In central Nevada, Berlin’s activity centered around a large 
stamp mill in its heyday. Most of the rough-board buildings of 
homes, stores, and the mill have been preserved as if the owners 
might be returning any day now. Today the site is known as 
much for its ghost town as for its nearby Ichthyosaur State Park, 
where fossilized bones of ancient creatures resembling whales 
were discovered. 

Rhyolite, located near Death Valley National Park, is one of 
Nevada’s most photogenic ghost towns. The discovery of gold 
created Rhyolite in the early 1900s, yet the gold proved difficult 
to extract. The town officially closed in 1910, but remains of the 
main store, the bottle house, the bank, and the Las Vegas and 
Tonopah Railroad depot are still standing. 

In addition, a dozen former miners’ homes and shacks still 
dot the landscape of Tuscarora, just north of Elko. Rich silver 
reserves at Mount Blitzen led to the town’s development in the 
late 1800s, but the reserves soon dried up. Presently some 40 per- 
manent residents enjoy telling the town’s history to tourists who 
visit the area. 

Step back in time. Explore those side streets. Take that side 
road. Discover the spirits of Nevada past. They’re friendly ghosts. 
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Please respect Nevada's historic sites so that future generation may also enjoy them. Look but do not touch or remove anything at the sites.

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‘ garish and eccentric frontier city where every citizen is a historian. 
Carson City, Nevada's state capital, is a place of shaded Civil- 
War era neighborhoods. The silver-domed 1864 capitol building, 
the new state library, and the Nevada State Museum — once a 
federal mint — are all within walking distance of each other. 
The Nevada State Railroad Museum is a must-see and contains 
numerous railroading artifacts, including several that huff, puff,

is still the dream of many youngsters, 
and here in Nevadas Cowboy Country 
a lot of them make it. 
Bovine husbandry may be an industry 
in some parts of the world, but here 
its an art form steeped in tradition and lore. 
le was here that the world first heard about 
a Western folklife preservation movement, 
the Cowboy Retry Gathering, 
Non-cowboys sometimes wax poetic, too, 
when they first see the Ruby Mountains 
under a mantle of snow 
or watch the sunrise through the cottonwoods 


along the Humboldt River. 


Bring along a notebook to collect your impressions. 
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As the name implies, this is the home of real cowboys. The 
Western Folklife Center in Elko is dedicated to the preservation of 
Western ranch culture and also produces the world-famous 
Cowboy Poetry Gathering. 

Perched right on the edge of the Bonneville Salt Flats at the 
Utah-Nevada border is the glittering resort boomtown of 
Wendover, and up near the Nevada-Idaho border is Jackpot. Both 
are small towns with big city amenities. 

Winnemucca, once a stop on the emigrant trail, maintains a 
long tradition of entertaining visitors. Today, in keeping with Elko’s 
status as the capitol of Cowboy Culture, local marquees are domi- 
nated by country and western music acts. 

The Cowboy Way of Life may not fit everyone. But the hats 


generally do. 


Fishing at the Ruby Lake National Wildlife Refuge. 


During the 1840s and 50s, the Humboldt River defined the 
main east-west route for wagons across Nevada. The first 
transcontinental railroad meandered along this river, and so does 
Interstate 80 to this day. 

One of the most spectacular regions in Nevada, the Jarbidge 
Wilderness Area north of Elko and the surrounding national 
forest lands are best seen from horseback. Local guides and outfit- 
ters can provide the gear, animals, and expertise for anything from 
wildlife watching to big game hunts. The fishing is especially good 
at Wildhorse and Southfork Reservoirs and the wetlands of the 
Ruby Lake National Wildlife Refuge. The Ruby Mountains are a

Highway 50, the so called “Loneliest Road in America” 


The ruins of the old Pony Express Stations are still out there 
along U.S. Highway 50. So are the mining towns of Eureka and 
Austin, established in the decade following the demise of the 
Pony Express in 1860 and now dedicated to preserving their her- 
itage and serving travelers. That old pony trail is today the main 
thoroughfare of Pony Express Territory, also known as “The 
Loneliest Road in America.” This designation, though official, is 
only half serious. It’s certainly uncrowded out there, but there 
are enough diversions along the way to fend off loneliness. 

Beginning in the west, the road passes through the town of 
Fallon and the verdant Lahontan Valley. This is the site of the 
first reclamation project in America. Water was poured onto the 
once-dreaded Forty-Mile Desert, transforming it into productive 
ranchlands. Fallon has what some consider to be the best small

museum in the state, containing a rich variety of pioneer artifacts. 

Gaining altitude, the road reaches the picturesque old min- 
ing town of Austin, which was founded by a former Pony Express 
rider. Next stop is Eureka, which boomed in the 1870s and is 
one of the best-preserved historic towns in the state. 

After winding its way over some nine mountain ranges, the 
Loneliest Road in America reaches Ely, gateway to one of the 
country’s least-crowded national parks, Great Basin National 
Park. Here are the spectacular Lehman Caves, with exotic rock 
formations found in no other cave in the world, and the high 
mountains that are home to the most southerly glacier in 
America and to several stands of Bristlecone Pine, the oldest liv- 
ing things on earth. Some date back to the time of Christ. 

Of course, those Pony Express riders couldn’t take the time 
to savor the grandeur of this land. But you should.

Continue east from Ely on Highway 50. You will pass Cave 
Lake State.Park, a popular fishing and camping spot, as well as ; 
the Ward Charcoal Ovens, a historic site ‘with six 30-foot-high 
stone ovens which once produced charcoal for mining. About 10 
miles from the Utah border, turn south on State Route 488 and 
head to Great Basin National Park, which has five distinct eco- 
logical environments. Lehman Caves is filled with fascinating 
limestone formations. Daily guided tours take about 90 minutes. 
The park also includes miles of hiking trails, including a path’ 
through one of the world’s oldest and largest groves of ancient > 
bristlecone pines. These expressive, gnarled. trees are the oldest 
living plants, with life spans that can exceed 4,000 years. Return 
to Ely for the evening.

The ghost towns in Nevada’s Pioneer Territory tell the story 
of the first pioneers in south-central Nevada. Today, you can 
hear the stories of the current pioneers from their own lips in the 
friendly little towns that dot this most uncrowded and wide-open 
region of Nevada. 

Large in area but with a small in population, it remains a 
frontier region — but with good roads and ample visitor services. 

The historic mining towns of Tonopah and Goldfield have 
survived the boom-and-bust cycle of mining camps and retain 


A 
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much of their 19th century architecture and look. Nearby are 
the photogenic ruins of numerous settlements that weren’t so 
fortunate, such as Rhyolite, at the edge of Death Valley, which 
contains some of the most-photographed ruins in the state. 

The natural setting is a diverse one. The Toiyabe Range, at 
over 10,000 feet, is an alpine island in the spectacular Basin and 
Range Country. Walker Lake, an enormous remnant of an 
ancient inland sea, is a popular boating and fishing spot, and 
adjacent Hawthorne is a perfect base for activities there. 

Beatty is the gateway to internationally famous Death 
Valley National Park, which showcases the extremes of the 
desert and boasts some totally unique geological features. 

At the north end of the park is Scotty’s Castle, a turn-of-the- 
century financier’s idea of what a desert guest ranch should 
look like. The quirky but elegant structure is a perennial 
favorite with park visitors. 

Nevada has some unique parks of its own in Pioneer 
Territory. Berlin-Icthyosaur State Park contains the preserved 
and protected ghost town of Berlin, complete with furnished 
houses and offices and a tumble-down mill. Just up the hill from 
Berlin is the site where archaeologists in the 1950s excavated the 
fossilized remains of a seagoing dinosaur called an Icthyosaur. 

In the eastern territory is Cathedral Gorge State Park, where 
erosion has sculpted soft clay into a landscape of phantasmic 
spires and grottoes. Pioche, once famed as the most lawless and 
wildest town in Nevada, is today a quiet mountain town where 
the only people in the old jail house are visitors on vacation. 

There’s plenty of country out here in Pioneer Territory, and 

there’s always room for another pioneer.

Mt. Charleston, though only 38 miles from Las Vegas, is 
5,300 feet higher and generally 30 degrees cooler. The 1.5- 
million acre Lake Mead National Recreation Area encompasses 
two enormous desert lakes, Mead and Mohave. Tour boats ply 
the lake, and several marinas rent boats ranging from small 
fishing craft to luxuriously appointed houseboats. Still one of 
the world’s engineering marvels, Hoover Dam was just fitted 
with a classy new visitor center, perched right on the edge of the 
Black Canyon precipice. On Lake Mead’s north end is Valley of 
Fire State Park, an eerie landscape of wind-sculpted red sand- 
stone that has been a stand-in for another planet in several 
science fiction films. A few miles down the road is the Moapa 
Valley, a placid old farming area, that was the site of Nevada's 
first city. It was a giant adobe pueblo, home to a race called the 
Anasazi, who abandoned it in 1150 A.D. Until you’ve vaca- 
tioned in Las Vegas Territory, you’ve only scratched the surface.

Although there have been as many as 27 different tribes in 
Nevada at one time or another, in recent history there have 
been three main tribes. The Shoshone homeland includes Ruby 
Valley and the Ruby Mountains as well as a large section of 
Northeastern and Central Nevada. Southern Paiute territory 
includes Southern and Southeastern Nevada, and Northern 
Paiute lands encompass most of the Northern Great Basin, with 

‘ large populations at Pyramid and Walker Lakes. The Washoe 
people are indigenous to the valleys on the east side of Lake 
Tahoe, and were noted for their skills at basketry. 

The history of relations between natives and whites had few 
rough spots, but there was one notable exception, the Pyramid 
Lake War of 1860. It began with the abduction of two Indian 
women by whites. A war party retaliated by burning a trading 
post and killing three men. A ragtag volunteer militia formed at 
Virginia City and marched on Pyramid Lake, the Paiute strong- 
hold. A party of Paiutes led by Chief Numaga, son of the great 
Chief Winnemucca, gathered a few miles from the lake. 
Numaga dispatched a rider under a flag of truce to invite the 
whites to a parlay. Eager for first blood, the whites shot at the 
courier, who returned the favor by leading them into an ambush. 
The militia was soundly defeated, losing 76 out of the 105 men. 
The success was the signal for raids by Indians against white set- 
tlers, aimed at driving them away. Hosilities continued sporadi- 
cally for the next 10 years. 

Pyramid Lake is still owned entirely by the Paiute tribe, one 
of 27 Native American communities in the state. For travelers, 
an interesting stop is the Stewart Indian Cultural Center in 
Carson City. Once a large federally-run boarding school for 
Indians, it today houses a museum on the history of the tribes 
who attended it. 

Pow Wows are the showcases for Nevada Indian culture, and 
there are several held each year around the state. Some are 
social events, a reason to socialize and dance, and others have 
religious significance, such as the Mother Earth Awakening Pow 
Wow held in Carson City. Native handcrafts and foods are usu- 
ally for sale, but the main event is the dance competition, a daz- 
zling display of color, movement and spiritualism. Visitors are 
always welcome.

from Spanish meaning "Snow -capped. 


First Settlement — Genoa, near Carson City, settled by 
Mormons in 1849, then called Mormon Station. Admitted as part 
of Utah Territory in 1854. 

1861 — Admitted as Territory of Nevada on March 2. 

1864 — Admitted as State of Nevada on October 31; now a 
state holiday. 

State Flag — On a cobalt blue background in the upper left 
quarter is a five-pointed silver star between two sprays of sage- 
brush crossed to form a half wreath; across the top of the wreath 
is a golden scroll with the words, in black letters, “Battle Born.” 
The name “Nevada” is beneath the star in gold letters. Design 
adopted March 26, 1929, revised in 1991. 

State Seal — Adopted February 24, 1886. A gold seal is 
embossed with the words “The Great Seal of the State of 
Nevada” around the outer edge. Within this is a composite 
picture showing the mining, agriculture, industry, and scenery of 
Nevada, under which is a scroll with the state motto, “All for 
Our Country.”

TRAVELER SAFETY TPs 


Nevada prides itself in offering a safe environment for travelers. 
We offer the following safety pointers and encourage you to follow 
them wherever your travels take you. 

1. Don’t answer the door in a hotel or motel without verifying 
who it is. If a person claims to be an employee, call the 
front desk and ask if someone from their staff is supposed to 
have access to your room and for what purpose. 

2. When returning to your hotel or motel late in the evening, 
use the main entrance. Be observant and look around 
before entering parking lots. 

3. Close the door securely whenever you are in your room 
and use all of the locking devices provided. 

4. Don’t needlessly display guest room keys in public or care- 
lessly leave them on restaurant tables, at the swimming 
pool, or other places where they can be easily stolen. 

5. Do not draw attention to yourself by displaying large 
amounts of cash or expensive jewelry. 

6. Don’t invite strangers to your room. 

7. Place all valuables in the hotel or motel safe deposit box. 

8. Do not leave valuables in your vehicle. 

9. Check to see that any sliding glass doors or windows and 
any connecting room doors are locked. 


10. If you see any suspicious activity, please report your obser- 
vations to the management. 

11. Keep your vehicle doors locked at all times and park under 
street lamps whenever possible. Avoid suspicious-looking 
people in parking lots. 

12. Teach your children to find the proper authorities should 
they wander away from you. 

13. In case of emergency, dial 911 in most areas. 

14. When checking into a hotel or motel, familiarize yourself with 
the floor-plan map and the nearest fire and emergency exits. 

15. Ask front desk personnel if any areas of town should be 
avoided and what, if any, special precautions should be 
made when driving a rental car. 

16. Be aware of distractions staged by would-be scam artists. 
They may be lifting your wallet. 

17. Travel in groups when possible. Walk only in well-lit areas 
and fill the gas tank before dark. 

18. If using an automatic teller machine (ATM), choose one in 
a well-lit area with plenty of foot traffic. Machines inside 
establishments are the safest to use. 

19. Avoid poorly lit parking lots, dark doorways, and shrubbery. 

20. Be aware of your surroundings. Watch who is watching you. 
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To purchase a marriage license, both parties must appear at 
the marriage license bureau of a county clerk’s office.
